Dairy  farmers  -will  receive  a uniform  price  of  for  December 

1956  deliveries  of  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  under  the  Fort  Wayne  Mlk  Order. 
This  xmiform  price  is  based  upon  a butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent  and  i«ill  be 
adjusted  by  a differential  of  6.9  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  that 
individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  Prices  at  the 
various  butterfat  tests  are  shown  on  page  5 of  this  news  letter. 

This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  the  applicable  marketing  service 
deduction  together  with  the  authorized  hauling  charges  and  the  3 percent  trans- 
portation tax. 

The  December  price  of  $i;.77  represents  an  increase  of  6 cents 
over  the  November  1956  blend  and  an  increase  of  22  cents  over  December  1955. 


PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 

The  figures  on  page  6 of  this  release  shows  the  method  of  com- 
puting the  blend  price.  Class  I sales  of  producer  milk  amounted  to  about  5.5 
million  pounds  or  76  percent  of  producer  receipts.  This  represented  an  increase 
of  1,5  percent  over  November,  1956  and  an  increase  of  7 percent  over  December  a 
year  ago.  A 3 year  comparison  of  gross  daily  sales  and  other  market  statistics 
is  shown  on  page  U, 

Average  production  per  farm  per  day  was  279  pounds  for  December, 
1956  as  conpared  with  271  pounds  a year  Ago,  or  an  increase  of  3 percent, 
(Production  per  farm  in  November,  1956  was  267  pounds)  8UU  producers  were  on 
the  Fort  Wayne  market  during  December,  1956,  or  120  less  than  a year  ago. 

The  utilization  and  classification  of  all  milk  receipts  required 
to  be  reported  by  handlers  is  set  forth  on  page  3. 

Activities  of  the  market  administrators  butterfat  check  testers  during 
December  included  U7U  composite  tests,  865  fresh  milk  sanple  tests  and  219  tests 
of  handler’s  finished  products.
